We  can  hardly  realize  that  this  is  almost  the  close  of  our  combined  history 
and  as  a  class  we  are  about  to  embark  upon  the  great  Sea  of  Life.  It  matters 
not  where  we  g-\  nor  what  our  vocations  may  be,  we  shall  always  remember  the 
dear   Class   of   '27,   Cooleemee   High   School.
